-THE HOT BED. 


In this section the hot bed is generally made about the last of February orfirst part of March. Secure a quantity of fresh horse manure which 
contains a good supply of bedding, or leaves if possible, mix these thoroughly, pressing down in layers so that fermentation will proceed even in 
the coldest weather, In the course of a few days fermentation will be noticed by steam arising trom the pile. After this begins turn again and 
allow the heap to remain a few days lounger. The pit should be about eighteen to twenty-four inches in depth and can be made any size you 
desire. Let the frame be of heavy lumber at least one inch thick. It should be located in a sheltered situation, facing either east or south. The 
usual height is fifteen inches at back and about twelve at the front. Care should be used in making the bed to have it perfictly solid and as uni- 
form as possible so that the soil will settle evenly, and heat alikein all parts. After the manure is trodden down firmly in the pit put on the sash 
and allow it to remain a few. days or until the heat subsides to about 90°, then put on the soil to a depth of about seven oreightinches, The soil 
must be rich, light and well sifted. Seed may be sown when the soil reaches a temperature of about 85° or 90°, Air frequently during mild 
weather, this is done by raising the sash at the back. Carefully ‘‘harden off’’ the plants before transplanting by raising of the sash and diminish- 
ing the supply of water. The temperature of the bed may easily be ascértained by plunging in a thermometer, The main points of success in the 
hot bed are steady uniform heat, proper moisture and good soil. 


A COLD FRAME. 


This is simply a frame placed on the ground, no bottom heat being applied. On the outside during the winter it is banked with straw, hay or

ASPARAGUS, 


Asit requires about three years from time of 
sowing before the bed is in full bearing, seed 
should be sown in drills about one foot apart, 
and when the plants are four or five inches high 
they should be thinned out so that the plants 
will be one foot apart inalltherows. Great 
care should be exercised the first year to keep 
down all weeds as soon as they appear, else 
they will choke up and destroy the young seed- 
ling. Every fall a good dressing of coarse 
manure should be applied after the tops have 
been cut, and in the spring be wellforkedin. A 
dressing of coarse salt givenin the spring at 
the rate of two pounds to the square yard will 
be found very beneficial. 


ARTICHOKE. 


Sowearly in April, in rich soil in drills one inch 
deep, about 12 inchesapart, thin out in the rows 
to four inches apart. When one year old, trans- 
plant in rowS three feet apart, and two feet in 
the rows. Protect during the winter with a 
covering of manure or leaves. ‘The bed will re- 
main in bearing for years. 


BUSH BEANS. 


About the first of May, select a warm, dry, 
sheltered spot, dig and manure slightly; make 
drills two inches deep and two feet apart; drop 
the beans three inches apart in the drill, and 
cover not more than two inches deep; keep hoed 
when not wet, and the weeds killed. Sow every 
two weeks for a succession. 


POLE BEANS. 


These are more tender and require more care 
in culture than the dwarf varieties, and should 
be sowu two weeks earlier. Set poles eight to 
ten feet long, four feet apart each way, and 
plant from four to six beans around each pole, 
eye downward. Thin out to three plants to 
each pole, if the soil be rich. A more perfect 
growth will be effected by p:nching off the ends 
when the plants overrun the tops of the poles. 
The Lima beans for early use may be grown in 
frames and transplanted. Soil should be ofa 
sandy nature and well enriched with well rotted 
short manure. 


BEETS—Table and Stock Feeding. 


Sow as early in the spring as the ground can 
be worked, and every two weeks after fora 
succession, up to the first week of July. The 
soil should be a light sandy loam, well enriched 
with stable manure, plowed and harrowed until 
very fine. For general crop, sow about the 
middle of May. Sow in drills one foot to fifteen 
inches. apart, and when well up, thin from four 
to six inches. The young beets pulled out of 
the rows are excellent, used for spinach. 

The Sugar and Mangel Wurzel varieties should 
be sown from April to June in drills two feet 
apart, and afterwards thinned out to one foot 
apart in the rows,

CELERY: 


Sow seeds in a hot-bed orin a coldframe. As 
soonas the plants are three inches high trans- 
plant to a nicely prepared bed in the border, 
setting them four or five inchesapart. When 
eight inches high, and fine stocky plants, set 
them in the trenches. Earth up alittle during 
the summer, keeping the leaf stalks near to- 
gether, so that the soil cannot get between], 
them. Finish earthing up in the autumn, and 
never hoe or earth up in moist weather, or 
when the plants are moistened with dew. 

To preserve celery, for winter, dig trenches a 
foot in width and as deep as the top ofthe 
plants. Stand the celery in these, erect as they 
grew, with what dirt adheres to the roots, 
‘packing closely but not crowding. After the 
trench is filled it should be covered with straw 
or leaves as a protection from thefrost. Do 
not cover until the weather becomes quite cold, 
and then only a little at a time as the cold be- 
comes greater. Celery will bear a good deal of 
frost. The trench must have a good drainage. 


CUCUMBERS. 


In this latitude it is useless to plant in the 
open ground until nearly the first of June. Make 
rich hills of well rotted manure, two feet in 
diameter, and plant a dozen or more seeds, coy- 
ering halfaninch deep. When all danger from 
insects is over, pull all but three or four of the 
strongest plants. The middle of June is early 
enough to plant for pickling. Make the hills 
about six feet apart, For early cucumbers the 
hot-bed is necessary, but the simplest and surest 
way to produce a tolerable early crop ofthe 
best kind is, where it is designed to placea hill, 
dig a hole about eighteen inches deep and three 
feet across; into this put a barrow of fresh 
manure and cover with a small box-like frame, 
on the fop of which place a couple of lights of 
glass. When the plants grow keep the.earth 
drawn up to the stems.

A well known pungent salad, Requires to be

CORN. 

This requires a. good soil and a warm situ- 
ation.

EGG PLANT. 


The Ege Plant will thrive well in 
any good garden soil; succeeds best in 
a deep, warm, rich soil, and full ex- 
posure to the sun. Sow in hot-bed 
very early im the spring; transplant 
two and one-half feet apart each way 
after weather becomes settled and 
warm. If no hot-bed is at hand, ”

ENDIVE. . 


Sow in June, July and August;cover 
lightly. -When up thin out to eight 
inches apart, and give a good water- 
ing afterward, if dry.

‘LEEK. 

The Leekis very hardy and easily cultivated. 
It succeeds best in a light, but well enriched 
soil. Sow as early in spring as practicable, in 
drills one inch deep and one foot apart. When 
six or eight inches high, they may ‘be trans- 
planted in rows ten inches apart each way as 
deep as possible, that the neck, being covered, 
amay be blanched. 


TOMATOES. 


Sow in hotbed in earlyspring, or the seed may 
‘be sown in shallow boxes and placed in a win- 
dow, where one does not wish to have the 
trouble of making a hotbed. Transplant to the 
open ground when all danger of frost is past, 
setting the plants three or four feet apart each 
way. Some support should be provided for the 
vines to keep the fruit from touching the ground.

Turnips do best in a highly enriched, sandy, 
gravelly, or light loamy soil. Commence sow- 
ing the earliest varieties in April, in drills, from 
twelve to fifteen inches apart,and thin out early 
to six or eight inches in the rows. Fora suc- 
cession, sow at intervals of a fortnight, until 
the last week in July, from which time to the 
end of August, sowing may be made for the’fall 
and main crops. ‘Turnips may be preserved 
untilspring by cutting off the tops about an 
inch from the bulbs, and storing in the cellar 
during winter, covering: with dry sand; or they 
can be buried outside in heaps, covering with 
straw, and twelve to fifteen inches of earth, with 
whisp of straw put at top for ventilation where 
the winter se ason is not too Severe.
